Don’t fear 
vaccination, but fear small-pox.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


MAKE THE MOST 
OF MELON GROP 


By JUDITH WILSON 

HE best of the melon crop is 

being thrown on the* market 
stands right now and the season 
passes all too soon for those who 
eujoy the luscious pink, orange 
and soft green meat of the 
watermelons, honeydews, canta- 
loupe and sweet muskmelons 
Chilled and_ sliced with their 
own delicate flavor to rrtom- 
mend them is the usual fo.m of 
service, although the various 
members of the melon family 
mix harmoniously in melon cups, 
salads, cocktails, sauces and even 
beverages. 

In selecting melons choose 
those that are firm but ripe. 
That is, they yield to gentle 
pressure from the sides, have a 
good sun-ripened color and a 
fragrant odor. Perhaps the latter 
test is the most accurate one, 
since melons squeezed by several 
shoppers become soft and bruised 
even when the flesh is quite 
green. 

Wrap Melons 

Before you place the melons 
in the refrigerator it is a good 
icea to wrap them in parchment 
or waxed paper to prevent their 
odor from contaminating other 
delicate foods like milk and but- 
ter. If all of the melon is not 
used at one meal, be sure to 
cover the cut surfaces with 
waxed paper and do not scoop 
out the seeds and fibers. 

Cantaloupe Fluff 

Here are sOme recipes that 
will give you an idea of the un- 
usual ways in which melons can 
be served. The cantaloupe fluff 
in the first menu makes a de- 
lightful dessert for all the family. 
Remove the skins from canta- 
loupe wedges and cut the meat 
into small dice. Cut twelve 
marshmallows into small pieces 
end mis with the cantaloupe 
with three tablespoons lemon 
juice. Set in the refrigerator to 
chill. Make a custard as follows: 

Put two cups of milk into the 
top of a double boiler. Mix two 
and one-half tablespoons corn- 
starch with one-fourth cup milk 
and stir into the hot milk. Cook 
stirring frequently until smooth 
and thick. Add one-half teaspoon 
haking powder and one-eighth 
teaspoon salt to the whites of 
iwo eggs and beat until very 
stiff. When the cornstarch is 
done remove from the fire, add 
feur tablespoons sugar and fold 
in the beaten egg whites. When 
fluffy add one-half teaspoon 
vanilla. Chill and. serve, putting 
a layer of fruit and marsh- 
mallow in a Serving dish and 
covering with cornstarch mix- 
ture. Top with _ sweetened, 
whipped cream. This will serve 
five. 

Deviled Crabs 

For the deviled vrabs in the 
second menu, make two cups of 
rich white sauce and to this add 
two slightly beaten egg yolks, 
then one and one-half cups 
chopped crab meat, one teaspoon 
chopped: parsley and salt and 
pepper to season.

France Disarms a Toy 
State . . . Unorthodox 
American Diplomat 


OR the first time in 650 years 

foreign forces crossed the 
borders recently of Andorra, the 
tiny, toy Republic, which nestles 
high in the mighty Pyrenees. 
Citizens of the “pocket state” 
were shocked when fifty French 
gendarmes came upon them to 
enforce the orders of the co- 
princes of, Andorra, the Spanish 
Bishop of Bree and the Presi- 
dent of France. And to add in- 
sult to injury, the “visitors” had 
the nerve to disarm the uni- 
formed constabulary of seven 
and the citizen police force of 
thirty-six. 

Seeking for a motive of the 
“invasion,” we find that Andorra 
lies between France and Spain 
and that the “little brother” of 
these two powers has an acute 
case of “growing pains.” An- 
dorra seeks to make money, and 
again the ancient adage about 
money beirg t%3e voot of all evil 
is proven. Neither France nor 
Spain wishes to interfere with 
the independence of the smallest 
republic in the world. But they 
du wish to prevent the staie 
from becoming a second Monte 
earlo, with gambling houses and 
related enterprises transforming 
the peaceful countryside. With a 
firm, but friendly hand, France 
has prevented the encroachment 
of French speculators who 
vanned to establish a gambling 
uSino. 

‘Twelve hundred years ago, in 

ic early days of the Eighth 

entury, when the sword of 
Mosiei conquest swept down 
from Persia to Spain, there was 
a mighty clash between the in- 
vading Moors and the Visigoths, 


who had ruled what is now 
Spain for 300 years. As the 
Moors overran the peninsula 


some Catalan peasants left their 
fertile fields in the foothills of 
the County of Urgel, legend 
states, and fled to the most re- 
mote and inaccessible valley of 
the Pyrences. Here, the refugees 
settled in the barren niehes of 
the great rock wall nearly two 
Miles high that still guards the 
northern frontier of Spain. 

But the crafty, merciless 
Moors ‘sought them out and har- 
rassed them until in desperation 
they appealed to Charlemagne, 
Whether he helped them or not, 
is a question, but it is probable 
that his son, Louis le Debonnaire 
may have aided them, for it is 
known that the refugees 
streamed’ from. their hillside 
homes to join his army against 
the Moslem invaders. 

The Mocrs were defeated, and 
Louis, mindful of his Bible, 
thought of the scene of the con- 
flict as.Endor, the scriptural bat- 
tlefleld between heathondom and 
the true religion. Hence, accord- 
ing to one explanation, came the 
name Andorra, although there 
are others who say that the 
name came from Al-Darra, 
which is Moorish for “a thickly 
wooded place.” 

ITH the retirement of Wil- 

liam S. Culbertson, as United 
States Minister to Chile, that 
country loses one of America’s 
foremost diplomats. Just what 
Mr. Culbertson’s future will be is 
debatable. He ay return to 
Chile to live, or He may practice 
law. 

An unusual man is Mr. Cul- 
bertson. Take the time he helped 
solve Chile’s nitrate problem in 
typical Culbertson fashion. 
American business men and high 
Chilian officials sat in a council 
room. There was.a chip on every 
man’s shoulder. Each had his 
own. ideas on how to solve the 
puzzle before him. Suddenly Mr. 
Culbertson drew something from 
his pocketv There was a ticking 
sound as he wound the thing in 
his hand. Then he set the thing 
on the table and before the stern 
eyes of those present a toy ele- 
phant started walking over the 
polished board. 

“There’s luck for ‘you all,:gen- 
tlemen,” said Mr. Culbertson. 
Somebody grinned. Another sti- 
fled a gulp that would have been 
a laugh and a third burst right 
out laughing. ‘With everybody in 
a happy mood, the nitrate prob- 
lem didn’t seem so difficult and 
‘all the chips fell from their 
shoulders. It wasn’t long before 
the matter was settled to every- 
ones’ satisfaction. 

Years ago while he served the 
American Legation ‘at’ Buctiaréest, 
Rumania, a young officer of the 
Rumanian army offended him. 
Instead of -pulling out a toy to 
ease: ‘the ‘situation; Mr. Culbert- 
son this time raised Mis fist and 
let it fly at the officer's nose. Al- 
though no fuss was made about 
the matter, the American diplo- 
mat had the satisfaction of de- 
nying the officer an apology. 

Mr. Culbertson has served “his 
country on diplomatic missions 
in many countries. His resigna- 
tion from the service will be a 
great loss, even though he did, 
on occasion, step beyond  ortho- 
dox limits to get results.
